Tho tree rather reeeinhlcs tho laurel In 
foliage, but It l» not allowe.1 ,o attain 
any height, being toppe.1 down when 
four feet high. The coffee takes throe 
pear* after planting lieforo It will 
field any fruit, nnd require* ehelter 
from the wind and a good eoll to make 
It bear well. Wo were Informed that 
Ihe young plant* were put nut in holes 
eighteen Inch. 1 * deep nnd wide, which 
*rc previously Ailed with g.jod jungle 
niopld, the greater portion of the soil 
of t'cylon being naturally |H>or. The 
lungleis, In the Aral place, felled l.y 
Cingalese contractors—this race be¬ 
ing famed for their skill with the axe 
—toward tho end of tho year, and is 
generally Anished and ready for burn 
ing hy March. The greatest forest 
'•burns" are one of the most curious 
lights in Ceylon. Imagine torches 
applied to a hundred acres or so of 
r.-lleil and lopje-1 trees which have be¬ 
come as dry ns tinder from exposure to 
a burning sun. The tremendous Mazo 
which instantly ensues, nnd the dense 
cloud of smoke forming nn.l hanging 
over tho scene like a pall, aro some¬ 
thing astonishing and s-an ho seen for 
miles around. The following morning 
nothing is to l-oseen hut charred 
logs, the solo remnants of former for¬ 
est giants, destroyed hy the ruthless 
hand of tho enterprising planter, to 
make room for the coffee or tea plant. 
The operation of planting Is usually 
linisln-d by the month of August if the 
season is lavorahle, but diseased nnd 
sickly plants have to be constantly re- 
|ila.-.sl hy fresh ones unlil no vacan¬ 
cies are to be seen. 

In the second year the planter gets a 
very small crop, called the iiiaitlen 
;rop, and in til** third year tho estate 
is said to lie full of hearing, when the 
pulphsuises and other necessary build¬ 
ings have to he erected, 'lho berry, 
when ripe, rcscinlil.es the ordinary 
cherry in shape and color, and appears 
in crimson clusters on the trees, de¬ 
lighting the eye of the anxious propri¬ 
etor. In every berry arc two beans, 
which lire pulped out by machinery, 
the beans disappearing into the fer¬ 
menting cistern, and the husk into tho 
pulp pit, where it accumulates for ma¬ 
turing purposes. The beans are suf¬ 
fered to ferment for thirty-six hours, 
uni are then drawn into the watering 
•istiTii, where they are thoroughly 
Meansed with spring water, whence 
they are carries! to the ••l.arbnciie."an 
.pen space paved with cement or 
plialt. where they arc spread on mat 
ling lulls- exposed to the rays of tlie 
sun, t» dry. When the drying opera¬ 
tion has been repeatesl three ur four 
times, the parchment, as it is called, is 
sewn up ill stout hags and despatches! 
by bullock carts to tlie nearest railway 
-tation. whence it is sent ils quickly 
as possible to Colombo, where it is 
again tlioronghlydried, and tho parch¬ 
ment skin removed by a '-peeler " it is 
(lien put through a winnower, which 
lakes off a delicate skin still remaining 
i-allcd tho -silver skin.” and it is then 
called “clean cofTee," which after bi- 
ing separated into various sizes, is at 
length lit to ho shipped to Slits homo 
market, and is usually packetl in cases 
fur the voyage._

Few people mwpcct what elaborate 
arrangement* have to he made when 
Queen Victoria g«>e9 on a Journey. To 
keep her secure from harm within her 
own residences requires no little alert¬ 
ness, but when the Queen travels from 
London to Balmoral a distance of 
about 590 miles, which takes nineteen 
hotirs to perforin hundreds of men. 
railway employes, policemen, and other 
otlirluls have to be told off for speeifi 
duty; and scores of train) carrying 
passengers or freight are delayed in 
their progress. Tim lines of rail on 
which the Czar journeys bristle with 
soldiers; and, during tho King of 
Spain's lato voyage to Kstremodura, 
one heard of whole regiments being 
mobilized to form cordons along tho 
passage of tho royal train; even M* 
(irevy, when ho goes from l’ari.s to his 
scat at Mont-sous* Vaud rey, is reminded 
of his greatness and Its dangers by 
detachments of mounted gendarmes, 
and by sentries with fixed bayonets in 
every station. In England, there ia 
nothing of all this; tho Queen has no 
military guard or escort, and yet all the 
mensures for her protection are admir¬ 
ably complete. A pilot engine pre¬ 
cedes the royal train by twelve miles, 
and for half an hour before it passe.) 
all traffic on I Kith tracks along its route 
is suspended. There is no resumption 
of the traffic at the different stations 
until a quarter of an hour after tlm 
Quoen's own train has gone by them, 
and, during this time, danger signals 
are exhibited nt all then* stations. 
Moreover, every grade crossing has its 
gate locked and guarded; the switches 
have all been safely locked, and men 
arc posted along the lines to see that 
by no chance any human being or ani¬ 
mal strays on them.

Weymouth Historical Soelety. 

AlfgHJAfj MBETIXO. 

The Annual meeting of this society was 
held on tlii'(Hit Feb’y, the Jsn’y ine«t!n« 
having been postponed on account of a »(*• 
▼ere storm. The regular reports of the 
officer* were made, of which abstracts will 
be found below.

The Treasurer’s report shows balance on 
hand Jan. 'l, 1983,32.84; receipts 132.01; 
payments, 115.40; balauco on hand Feb. 1, 
1894 , 49 45 . 

The Library Comreitlco state in their re¬ 
port that while the contributions for the 
year to the department In their charge have 
not been as numerous or valuable as those 
of some of the previous years, they L*»ve 
been of sufficient importance to indicate a 
continued interest on the part of its friends 
In the objects and work of the society.' 

Among the donations reported at the dif¬ 
ferent meetings of tho society during the 
year, there have been 27 bound volumes, 
05 pamphlets aud 7 papers and documents. 
The Society has also been presented with 
three framed pictures, of which two are of 
the meeting-house of the North Parish, 
built in 1751 and razed in 1932. One pre¬ 
sented by Mr. James Ford, w.y drawn pro¬ 
bably by Mr. Ricbard Norton, son of Rev. 
Jacob Norton, pastor of the church. It 
dates about the beginning of the century, 
and Is a view of the tiortheasterly exposure 
of the building. The other was presented 
by the late Miss Clarissa K. Ford, by re¬ 
quest to her heirs. This was painted,some 
twenty years later than the other, from' a 
point just in the rear of tho old school- 
house, and exhibits the southerly view of 
the meeting louse. The picture niso fu¬ 
el uddb the scliooi-house and the old Dr. 
Colton Tufts mansion. Tho thud picture, 
presented by Thomas Minns, Esq., of Uos- 
tou, is an engraving from a painting by 
Miss Quincy, of the ancient dwelling house 
of Ucv. John Wilson, one of the earnest 
ministers of lloslou. This house stood up¬ 
on what is now Hancock street, Quincy, 
and the sketch was taken in 194<3. 

While fully appreciating the courtesy of 
the Trustees of Tufts Libyiry, in granting 
the society room upon their shelves for its 
collections, the committee regrets the ne¬ 
cessity which prevents that institution, in 
the lack of sufficient room for its own pur 
poses, from giving the Historical Society 
the accommodation that it needs, in order 
that ita library may be accessible to the 
public. As it is, the books ami papers can¬ 
not be conveniently Arranged for easy use. 

The report also acknowledges the receipt 
from Mrs. Maria Weston Chapman, of a 
brass badge, worn by a Mr. Blanchard, of 
South Weytuouth, upon his hat, during the 
Kcvolutionaiy war, and bearing the follow¬ 
ing legeud—"No Slavery"; also from A. 
W. Clapp, Esq. a set of the various denom¬ 
inations of Confederate money, from lilty 
cents to one hundred doilais; and from 
Mr. James 11. Viniug thirty-two coins, to- 
kens aud pocket pieces, of various dates 
aud nationalities. 

lire committee also suggest that a little 
interest aud work on the part of the mem¬ 
bers would greatly enlarge its libraiy and 
add much to us value aud usefulness; as 
the society has no funds upon which to 
draw for this purpose, but must depend 
wholly upon the generosity of us friends, 
this suggestion is a uiuely one. 

The Record!ug Secretary, iu his fifth an¬ 
nual report, says that during the year sev¬ 
eral important changes have been made iu 
the contributions of the society, by which a 
small eutrauce fee is required aud a small 
annual assessment made. It was thought 
that these changes would add to the inter¬ 
ests of the association, upon the principle 
that a privilege to be valued must cost 
something. The following papers have 
been presented aud read at the meetings of 
the society: 

By J. W. Armiugton, Esq.—"Weymouth

At the request of the society the town at 
ita aauual meeting appropriated one ihuu 
Band dollars for the purpose of collecting 
materials tor a huiury of the town, aud a 
committee was appointed to take the mat¬ 
te! in charge. This committee employed 
Rev. 6 - K. B. Perkins to look up liic vaii* 
ous sources of Information for matter per¬ 
taining to the early history of the town.— 
He spent about a mouth in '.licse research¬ 
es, meeting with considerable success, un¬ 
til other duties compelled him to resign ins 
po»lilou. 

The committee neat employed Rev. An¬ 
ion Titus to examine, arrange aud cata¬ 
logue the books aud papeis lu possession of 
the town, down to the >car loko; which he 
accomplished very satisfactorily! and the 
Index is now in (he hands of the commit* 
tCc. Tills work has ue«u ioug needed ami 
will be of much value tu looking up mat- 
tats concerning tho tow n's history, l/ulil 
this was done no one knew what material 
Of this character the loan had. 

During the year the work of preparing a 
history of Nurfoik Couuiy was commenced 
by a Philadelphia boutCf aud the sketch of 
Weyitiuuibi which was ataigned to a mem¬ 
ber of this Society, lias boon completed and 
forwarded to the publishers. 1 is only a 
•ketch, at the best, possibly the iouudaiiuu 
of Something better. 

There U imperative need of a full and 
thorough histoiy of ihe town, and the work 
Should be commenced at once. 1‘nis soci¬ 
al! should he llie organisation to U-gm and 
cariy it through, and it la well able to do it. 
There is a luige u«uss of material that m.iy 
be made available, which if not complete 
in all respects is sufficiently so to furnish 
the basis of a valuable history. More can 
bo bad for the searching, and there is a de 
maud for such a work of inure than local

looking a# bare and cheerless. The houses 
looked cold tors, especially those whose 
white paint made them seem a part of the 
sn*»w that prevailed everywhere, and it was 
a little difficult to believe that glowing 
Stoves made the inside of those white 
homes inhabitable. In tho roads were 
sleighs and pungsof various devices, draw n 
by horses of various conditions, the pre¬ 
vailing condition however, being that of 
rather lank boldness. 

It was evidently pretty cold without, and 
as die train sped along, the chilly air strove 
to creep in around the windows, but was 
effectually barred out by the folds of my 
waterproof cloak which 1 thrust against It, 
nml the hot air pipes which ran the length 
•d the car made a very comfortable rest for 
my feet. With a little forethought and 
philosophy, one can make travelling a vm 
pleasant thing, even In the dead of winter, 
for in any ease there is always a very agree¬ 
able sensation in being carried so swiftly 
along from place to place, and seeing how 
the world lives beyond tie* immediate eir 
cle of one’s own habits. Ore need tire of 
this only by physical weariness, and this 
may be kept long at bay by books, of which 
a good supply is the tiist essential. 

A good dinner at noon, with plenty of 
time in which to eat it, is a happy feature 
of travel from Boston to Maine, if one only 
goes by the right road, and soon after 
starting again we found ourselves skim¬ 
ming along by the Kennebec river, which 
was one solid mass of ice. It was the gen¬ 
eral roadway for horses, as in summer for ' 
boats, and it seemed alive with men, who 
were evidently very busy. At lirst l did 
not realize w hat they wore about, but in a 
very few moments I saw what it was. 
Set lions of the ice were cheeked off by 
lines, looking like a great checker hoard, 
am! following these lines were horses, each 
led by lus driver and following after him a 
long steel arrangement, whose name I do 
not know but w hich was evidently cutting 
the ice into those square blocks with which 
we are all familiar. Sometimes instead of 
horses, gangs of men would bo at work, 
each with a long saw which he was labori¬ 
ously working up and down through the 
ice. Fences divided off the liver into 
claims belonging to those whose rights 
were established, and ail along the river 
were great Ico houses, and we frequently 
saw piles of the gleaming, bluish blocks, 
which had been cut and were ready for 
storing away. The sight of them remind¬ 
ed tne of the great glacier of ice ul lirindie- 
wald in Switzerland, when wo entered the 
deep chamber cut in the heart of the ice- 
mountain,—we, the irreverent tourists who

His i d is in progress and the court house 
is thionged. Some two weeks ago the 
keeper, passing his cell, thought Something 
w an wrong, placed liiiu in another cell and 
found that the prisoner had sawed three 
half from liis wiudew. More than that, he 
found a complete set of tools to work with, 
and h >w lie obtained them is a mystery. 
We retrace our steps ami pass down State 
strew until we reach flic prison; the heavy 
inn. gate opens and we enter. Here we 
meet with another class of reapers; they 
are reaping what has been sown of evil. At 
proM ut there are about iMOmen here; men 
who not having enough of self control 
ha . - been placed under restraint. Among 
them tin* world is represented, for without 
doubt there are persons here from ail over 
tlo- globe. Nor is this mixture alone in 
race and color, but in intellect. There at- 
men here who ought to be blessing the 
world with their gifts, while there are 
many here who would impress you with 
the hel’ef that there is no such thing as 
progression. 

1 ii speaking of business here under con¬ 
tra, t we will omit some particulars for an¬ 
other time, and will enter the boot and 
shoe factory of Dunn, Barbour ft Co, 
Tli’# firm occupies the whole rear end of 
the prison, and produce a large amount of 
goods In and out of prison. The goods 
made in prison are no*, lirst class, but may 
lie styled serviceable, the shoe made in 
pt ison being a new feature in their business. 
It i* safe to say that samples sent out in 
thin lino of goods will compare favorably 
wit Ii Eastern samples. In this part of the 
Sta’e hotel you meet with people frwm 
Weymouth. First, Dunn Bur hour ft Co’s 
neuial foreman, Mr. Edward Tirrell, of 
Weymouth Landing. With him we will 
enter the sole leather room, where we find 
some 22 prisoners under the care of F. o. 
Cushing, formerly of North Weymouth. 
In the cutting room we find here but two 
convicts, all others being outside help, 
among them Quincy Vinlng, of South 
Weymouth, ami your liumble scribe from 
Fast Weymouth, or more recently from 
Tuttle Village. We pass from the cutting 
to the finishing room and come in contact 
with East Weymouth's favorite minstrel, 
Mr. George Bicknell, having under his 
wing some six or seven convicts. The bell 
rings and we pass out, but not without 
giving something of the histoiy of this

Tb« meeting of th# Improvement oaso- 
fiailou aif\>nqu**ror Engine Hall last Fri¬ 
day evening pfoved very successful. The 
subjea for dlscuMion was “shade trees” 
and was opened by Dr. C. C. Tower prrsi- 
dant of tbe association, who said tbst three 
things should be considered regarding trees 
in our village, namely, the kind of trees to 
plant, tbe best season for planting, and 
proper place for setting. His preference 
was the elm; he believed that spring was 
the most successful putting time; and that 
all trees If possible should be placed upon 
tbe outer edge of sidewalk. He also spoke 
of the desirable qualities possessed by the 
maple, ash, linden, white oak and other 
, varieties, and iu closing stated that he 
hoped the work of tree planting would be 
kept, as was intended at the start, one of 
the foremost objects of the association, and 
the streets of tliewiliage to tbe farthest ex¬ 
tremities be eventually lined with beauti¬ 
ful shade trees. S. 8. Spear favored the 
elm and sugar inaple, and also the spring 
of the year for planting, the main thing be¬ 
ing to have the tree properly set by a com¬ 
petent person. The subject of pruning he 
considered a most important ore, and 
much of this work should occupy the at¬ 
tention of the association during the coin- 
spring. J. G. Hutchins was not in favor 
of the ash tree on account of Ha slowness 
in leaving out, while being about the lirsl 
to shed its foliage iu the fall. He did not 
believe that the Linden waft poisonous as 
had been suggested and had seen fine spec- 
mens of this tree in other places. A com¬ 
petent man should be employed by the as¬ 
sociation he thought in trimming the trees 
through the village. James Moore held 
that the first thing to be considered when 
planting trees was the soil; that for a grav¬ 
elly soil the silver maple was preferable, 
while a mixture of the elm. ash and ruaple 
varieties nude a better appearance along 
the highway than ail of one variety. Trees 
should be set out in the fall and thereby 
escape largely the effect of drought to be 
met by trees planted in the spring, getting 
a firmer hold of the soil. Lysander Ileald 
was in sympathy with this feature of the 
work and hoped that trees would be plant 
ed wherever tfcey were needed. Rev. Ja¬ 
cob Baker ela'yncd that nothing added more 
to the beauty off a village than its shade 
trees. They should be planted in the 
spring; care should be taken to straighten 
out the small fibres when placing in the 
ground, and also to water the roots in dry 
weather. Nature was with the tree when 
plauted iu the spring. He would prefer 
either the elm or inaple especially the su¬ 
gar maple. These trees would show rapid 
growth if placed iu a favorable position 
and he hoped the work would go on suc¬ 
cessfully. L. NV. Paine was not particular 
as to the kind planted, if only the associa¬ 
tion would see that the work progressed 
and use the best judgment possible iu llieir 
planting. L. A. Cook said that to treat 
the subject righUy demanded considerable 
experience. If practical talks on tree and 
sliiub planting could occasionally be intro¬ 
duced into our schools he believed it would 
have a good effect. The planting of trees, 
fioin which future "•‘Derations would reap 
the principal benefit, was surely an unsel¬ 
fish work ami one to be encouraged. K. It. 
Downs gave some descriptions of trees seen 
in hia pedestriau touts up and down New 
England, and though South NYe)mouth 
seemed to be well provided for, there was 
room for many more. Geo. NV. Bates urged 
the association to protect the trees from 
the rough usage of the boys, who were 
heedless of the requests of their teachers 
ami others. J. 9. White who had taken 
considerable pains to trim the trees in his 
vicinity last spring was auxious that the 
work should be promptly and systematical¬ 
ly continued. Warren Tirrell spoke of the 
improvement wjiich shade trees added to 
the village; aud the secretary of the asso¬ 
ciation referred to shade trees as promo live 
of health. The lime was well taken up 
and ihe discussion was instructive as well 
as pleasing. “Sidewalks aud Public 
(•rounds” will be considered at ihe next 
meeting of the association.

John Wilke* l!ooth*« AMoelnleHa 

A gentleman in Washington has re¬ 
ceived a numlrer of inquiries by people 
wanting to know wdiat berame of tho 
four conspirators in the aasassination of 
Abraham Lincoln, w ho were sentenced 
to imprisonment nt the Dry Tortuga*, 
Florida. After a diligent inquiry re¬ 
cently, he hiw been able to partially 
furnish the desired information. It 
will be fresh news to a good many 
people. Dr. Samuel A. Mudd was the 
most prominent of the four. He was 
the one who set Booth's leg, and fur¬ 
nished what was believed to b6 false 
information to throw Booth's pursuers 
off the trail Samuel B. Arnold, a 
wagon-maker, provided certain vehi¬ 
cles that were to be used in carrying 
out the plot. Ed ward Spangler, a stage 
carpenter, bored a hole in the box oc¬ 
cupied by President Lincoln through 
which Booth could observe the I’resi¬ 
dent's position. Michael O'Lntighlin 
was the youngest of the 1 ovr, being a 
mere boy. Ills exact connection with 
tho conspircy does not appear, but 
front certain very conspicuous circum¬ 
stances he was convicted of complicity. 
They were all sentenced June30,18G. r », 
to imprisonment nt Dry Tortugas, 
Mudd and Arnold for life ami Spangler 
and o'Laughlin for six years. 

O'Lntighlin wits made ill by the 
fright ami excitement of hi« arrest and 
trial and never rallied. Ifc died at Fort 
Jefferson, Florida, in September, 1807, 
two years and three months after being 
convicted. On February Iff, 18*59, the 
President issued an order that Itis re¬ 
mains bo delivered to his mother, and 
they were brought North and interred. 
Just before his retirement President 
Johnson pardoned the rest, I)r. Mudd 
on theHih of January, 1869, nnd Ar 
nold and Spangler on the 1st of March 
1869. President Johnson in bis proc¬ 
lamation of pardon sets forth the rea¬ 
sons why it was granted. 

While at Dry Tortugas that part of 
Florida was visited by the scourge of 
yellow fever. Dr. Mudd was a success¬ 
ful physician. He had had long expe¬ 
rience in treating the disease, and had 
been very successful all through the 
plague; he was untiring and efficient 
in his efforts to relieve tlie victims o 
the disease. The post medical office! 
was stricken and died. Dr. Mudd iir. 
mediately took charge of the hospital 
and served most faithfully until tin 
plague hud abated, Arnold an* 
Spangler made themselves useful a 
nurses. They worked night and day 
and strangely enough none of tin* three 
took the fever. Their conduct during 
the epidemic was considered as a good 
and sufficient reason for their pardon 
Dr. Mudd returne l to Itis home near 
Surrattsville, Md., where ho resumed 
his practice, and died about a year ami 
a half ago. Arnold and Spangler dis 
appeared, and have never been heard 
from since.

The water cress Is one nf the best of 
salads, but it la difficult to make our 
people think so. In England ll Is es¬ 
timated, we may l»o safo in saying, 
above all other.*. It is sold there lu 
Ihe markets by tons, nnd there Is no 
reason why it should not here, as we 
linve the same facilities of producing 
I with the English. Some say thnt 
Ihe heavy, moist Itritish atmosphere 
makes it more tender than ours. But 
why should it not lie the case with tho 
lettuce celery, ete.? With respect to 
these and some others, wo are not sur¬ 
passed hy Ihe same products of any 
ether country. It Is said to he a for- 
tign plant, hence not indigenous to 
Ihls country, and we suppose it is; but 
If so, wliynjh^wc find it growing alon t 
dreams and In places wild and unim¬ 
proved, ns If It had always bien there? 
Whether it la or not, however, there Is 
oothing easier to raise. Stick some 
pieces of the plant along the low places 
of a running stream, like the ordinary 
open springs upon our farms, nnd It

Exeeillon* In England. 

A table compiled hy the directors of 
convict prisons present* some curious 
facts regarding the history of sentences 
of death ih England ami Wales during 
the last fifty years. It appears that 
even as late ns 1833, when the table 
commences, so common was It to pass 
death sentences not of the gravest kind 
that of 931 such sentences in that year 
only nine were for nctual murder. 
Death sentences must, however, clearly 
have lost their peculiar terrors, for out 
of these 931 condemnations, with nil 
their attendant solemnities of the hlnrk 
cap and the judge's exhortation, the 
extreme penalty was really carried out 
only in thirty-three cases. The Inst 
year in which sentence of death was 

f assed for a crime short of murder W as 
874, when there was one instance only. 
With this exception there ha* been no 
such case since 18t>2. The enormous 
disproportion between sentences nnd 
executions has long since disappeared; 
but the chances of a capital sentence 
being carried out appear to be still in 
favor of the condemned. Thus in tho 
four years 1879-82 there have been 
107 condemnation.*, whereas the execu- 
•ions have been fifty-one only.

The detailed examination of many 
earthquakes hai enabled us to deter¬ 
mine the center of the shucks as well 
ns the contours of the disturbed areas.

surface! agree with tho lines of pro- | 
existing dislocations, several of the 1 
most distinguished geoIoglsts>including 
Mr. Dans, M. Sness, and Albert Ileim. 
liave considered tho shocks in question 
as connected with the formation of 
chains of mountains, of which dhey 
may l>e a Mud ot continuation. 

In fact, the crust of the earth every*- 
where shows the enormous effects ex¬ 
ercised by the lateral presiures that 
have been in operation at all epochs. 
The strata, bent and bene over again 
many times through thousands of 
metres of thickness, as we.l as tho great 
fractures that traverse them, are tho 
eloquent witnesses of theso mechanical 
actions. Notwithstanding the appar¬ 
ent tranquility now reigning on the 
surface of tho globe, equilibrium does 
not exist in tho earth, and-commotions 
have not been arrested in its depths. 
Tho proof of this is found, not cnly in 
earthquakes, but also in the slow 
movements of the soil, of elevation anil 
depression—a kind of warping, which 
has continued to manifest itself with¬ 
in historical times in all parts of the 
globe. _
